FULTON WINS AS MAYOR,

The Bitter Municipal Fight Which Has 
| Closed in Galveston, 


GALVESTON, May 11.—The special election 
for mayor, recently ordered by the city coun- 
cil, to settle the contest between R. §. 
Fulton and Joseph Atkins, for that 
office was held to-day. /Factional feel- 
ing ran high, and a number of street 
fights occurring, in one of which, at the 
eleventh ward poll, a man had an eye knocked 
out.

The Piague Again Declared to be True Ty- 
photd. 

Witkrsparrg, Pa., May 11.—Drs. French 
end Ehakespeare, of Philadelphia, made three 
portmortem examinations to day at Plymauth, 
egain showing that the disease prevalent 
there is true typhoid tever. A temporary 
hospital will be opened to-morrow under 
the charge of Dr. Wilson, a 
medical expert, who will care for the destitute 


patients. ‘here are now 150 families being 
provided for by the relief commissioners. 
Contributions have been received to the 


amount of $2,400, but this will meet only tem- 
porary needs. There were three deaths and 
four funerals this afternoon, 

The new bospital at Plymouth for the recep- 
tion of the patients afilicted with fever, was 
formally opened this morning. Only 
those who have no -homes will be 
admitted. Medical attendance and nurses 
will be free. Two additional nurses from New 
York arrived this morning and at once went 
to work. A large quantity of medecine was 
transferred from the Wilkesbarre hospital to 
Plymouth thisa.m. Willkesbarre is being 
canvessed by a committee of prominent citi- 
zens soliciting aid forjthe fever stricken peo- 
ple. Money received from outside sources is 
already oxpended. On one street in Plymer- 
ith, “Gaylord ‘avenue,’ there are cighteen 
families that must be kept in bread and med- 
icine. Allthe members are sick with the 
disease, including the male members, and as 
a consequence, there is no income. It costs 
$40 a day to keep these families alone. Scat- 
tered in various other parts of the city there 
gre about S0 cases, which are daily in recep- 
tion of aid from the relief committee. There

A WRETCH’S SUICIDE. 


WRITING A LBTTER TO THE GIRL 
WHOM HE HAD MURDERED, 


Ane &natching a Razor from the Barbor’s Hands 
With Which He Cut His fhroat—The Cluvea- 
rius Jury Impaneled—The Crimina!

Recess foran hour was taken to 
give the prisoner’s counsel time to consult. 
WHY HOPE.WAS DISCHARGED. 

Hope’s dischargewas the result of informa- 
tion received by Judge Aikins that he ( Hope) 
before being summoned had openly said that 
he thought Cluverius ought to be hanged, 
showing plainly that he had not only formed 
but expresed a decided opinion.

| ENGLAND'S PERILS. 


ATTACKING THE POLICY OF THE 
CABINET, 


The Gcvernment Announces Its Abandonment of 
the Boudan— The Conservatives Baise a Devate 
cfj:Ceneure Upon the Cabinet—Ruasia 
Still Warlike—Other Foreign News. 


Lonxnoy, May 11.—The conservative papers 
generally do not wish a vote adverse to the 
government on the war credit, but consider 
that the government ought to give the opposi- 
ticn more information as to the present state 
of affairs. 

All the telegrams from India deny the 
reported resignation of Lord Dufferin. 


The military party in Russia 
continues to spread reports to the 
diecredit of England. The latest ig 


that the Russians captured et Penjdeh some 
ot Sir Peter Lumsden’s dispatches, prov- 
ing that he encourages the Afghans to invite a 
collision with the Russians; that copies of 
these documents were sent to the Eaglish 
cabinet, and that therefore Lumsden was 
recalled. St, Petersburg advices through 
Vienna report that quantities of gunpowder 
and dynamite are being stored at several coai- 
irg stations. The’ work continwes on the 
Cronstedt fleet. Odessa telegrams state that 
the treops which passed there, just mobilized 
from the reserves, were a horde of unkempt 
peatant youths, ignorant of the use of rifles, 


which some of them were hardly able tocarry. 
Hungarian papers report that Peter, soa of 


the late Prince Karageorgenitz, has gone 
to St. Petersburg to endeavor 
to obtain Russian support  shoald 


he issue a manifesto as:erting his right to the 
throne of Serviae. He also hopes that his 
father-in-law, the prince of Montene- 
gir, will support his claim by force of arms. 
The Vienna newspapers are agreed that tre 
yrince, as a possible tool of Russia, must be 
closely watched. The Be'grate offi-i 1 paper 
denies his hereditary right to the title of 


prince. 
THE MINISTERIAL STATEMENT. 
Far! Granville, foreign secretary, in the 
house of lords, this afternoon, re- 
plying to an interrogatory, said 


the government were unable to makeany 
statement at present about their intentions 
respecting the Soudan. In regard tothe Af- 
ghan boundary question, Lord Granville said 
the conference upon the subject had been held 
between himself, the earl fof Kimberly, secre- 
tary for India, and Baron 
minister at London, which resulted in an 
egreement perfectly satisfactory to England, 
Russia and the earl of Dufferin. 
THE MINISTERIAL STATEMENT. 

Lord Ilartington, secretary for war, stated 
in the house of commons this afternoon that 
the cecision reached by the government in re- 
gard to the Souden practically involved the 
abandonment of the advance to Khartoum. 

Lord Hartington said that the government 
had resolved to make Wady Halfa the most 
edvanced position as the permanent defense 
of Egypt. The British troops would be with- 
drawn as soon as the Nilerises. Itis expected 
that the rising will begin about the end of 
May. The withdrawal of the troops involved 
the abandonment of the engagement to ad- 
vance to Khartoum. This statement was re- 
ceived with cheers from the government 
Lenches, Jflorts would be made, said the war 
eccretary, to establish an administration in the 
prevince of Dongola and to complete the Nile 
railway as a commercial enterprise. 

Mr. ‘Gladstone announced that he was 
ebcout to present to the house some of the most 
imyortant papers in regard to the foreign 
policy of England in her relation with Af- 
chanistan. 

Mr. Gladstone then stated that an arrange- 
ment had been effected between Earl Gran- 
ville, foreign eecretary, the earl of Kimberly, 
secretary for India, Baron De Staal, Russian 
minister to England, and M. Lessar, special 
Russien agent in London, in regard to the Af- 
ghan frontier. The arrangement was satisfac- 
1ory to her majesty’s government, and to the 
eari of Duflerin, viceroy of India. He hoped 
thé arrangement would’be made the subject 
of a convention with Russia. 

Mr. Gladstone moved the second reading of 
the consolidated fund bill, $55,000,000 credit. 
The conservatives, under the leadership of 
Lord George Hamilton, immediately began a 
savege attack upon the government, taking 
Sir Stafford Northcote’s motion of censure of 
their basis. 

In the course of the debate Lord Hartington 
said Wolseley had advised the government to 


retire to Assonan from the Soudan: 
Wolseley attached great importance to 
sending armed boats to Egypt to be 
used in patrolling the nile. The 


government have no intention, the speaker 
said, of evacuating Suakim uatil some ar- 
rangement can be effected for ho'ding it 
sgainst the hogtile Arabs, either by England 
or some other civilized power. At the present 
Suakim, he said, could not be held without 
fighting. Osman Digna, El Mahdi’s chief 
lieutenant, for many months past, has been 
besiegirg the place, and has frequently de- 
clered himself determined upon driving the 
garrison into the Red sea. Therefore the hold- 
ing of Suakim was a military and not a politi- 
cal question. In regard to the projected railway 
from Suakimte Berber, Lord Hartington said 
be was unable to state what was the definite 
intention of the government now, but he 
thought he would soon be able to makea 
statement of their intention. Henry Chap- 
lain, conservative, member for Mid Lincoln- 
shire, asked how much money the govern- 
ment had epent on the Khartoum expedition, 
end if the sum was greater or less than $22,- 
500,000 mentioned in the $55,000,000, as the 
sum requested for the Soudan account. 

Mr. Gladstone replied to this interrogatory, 
end stated that the government had already 
spent-a great deal of money in the Soudan, but 
were unable at present to say whether any 
rortion of the $22,500,000 would be saved. Mr. 
Gladstone then moved for the second reading 
of the consolidated fund bill ($55,000,000) 
credit. He urged his motionin a speech in 
which he declared that he was unable to un- 
cerstand the differences which existed on this 
subject between the opposition andthe gov- 
ernment. He urged the house to avoid every 
unnecessary issue just now, as it would bethe 
duty of the house to pass jugment on the con- 
duct of the government. 

No sooner bad Gladstone ceased speaking 
than the conservatives opened upon him and 
bis government the bitterest attack within | 
their power to make. This wasled by Lord 
George Hamilton, conservative member for 
Middlesex. Lord Hamilton is being strongly 
pushed forward by the tories as the leader in 
the commons. He was under secretary of 
state for India from 1874 until 1878, and spoke 
with some degree ot authority. He secured 
the cecasion for making his attack by moving 
the consideration of the amendment, given 
notice of by Sir Stafford Northcote last Fri- 
dsy. This amendment moves on the second 
reading of the consolidated fund bill, a fresh 
vote of censure against the government, and 
concludes in the following words: “The house 
having shown their readiness to vote the sup- 
plies, refuse their assent until informed of the 
present policy, and the purposes for which the 
money to be granted is to be applied.” 

Lerd Hamilton, in moving the considera- 
tion of this amendment, said: ‘The right 
bonorable, the marquis of Hartington, secre- 
tary of state for war, has just made the most 
extrsordizary statement which ever fell from 
a minister in this house. After announcing 
their intention of taking Khartoum, the gov- 
ernment heve announced to-night the 
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murdered six or ten thousand men. Yat the 

government expect this house to acquiesce 

silently in their policy. The greatest danger 
to the country is the incapacity of the men ia 
office. [Conservative cheers.] The gov- 
ernment bave surrendered every one of the 

| questions between them and Russia. The 
prime minister bas altogether abandoned the 
attitude by which the government obtained 
the vote of credit. The great objection [ have 
to the premier’s policy is that trom the very 
day he assumed oflice until now, he has 
shown a readiness to sacrifice anybody and 
anything tosave himself. [Cries of “Here! 
Here!’’} 

Mr. Chamberlain said that the house would 
be unable adequately to judge the conduct of 
the government until all the papers in the 
case were persented toit. He contended that 
the object of Sir Peter Lumsden’s mission had 
to a great extent been achieved. He was glad 
to find Lord George Hamilton advocating the 
position that faith should not be placed ia 
Russia, and that the only course was to go to 
war. When the general elections came the 
government would remind the opposition of 
their policy, and it would then be seen whether 
or not the country was tired of peace. 

Henry Chaplin, conservative, chargéd that 
the expenditure of so much blood and treas- 
ure, and the ruin that had been caused in the 
Soudan, were due to the efforts to save the 
eeats of an imbecile ministry. 

Lord Rando)ph Churchill, conservative, ad- 

mitted that the meaning of the amendment 
was to enable the ministers to quit their seats 
with grace and dignity. The tories, he said, 
badshown-that they were nota war party, 
but that those who had obtained the voteof 
eleven million pounds were. 
&. Lord George Hamilton’s “motion to adopt 
Stafford Northcote’s resolution of censure was 
defeated—290 to 260. The majority consisted 
entirely of liberals. The Parnellites voted 
with the ministery. The hguse received the 
result rather listles ly. 

The News this morning says the govern- 
ment is willing to make concessions for the 
relief of local taxation and to defray a por- 
tion oi the registration expenses this year, 
leaving the whole question of rating to be 
dealt with by the next parliament. 

The liberal whip has been loyally answered. 
On the division it is expected there will be

The Indian government has asked that 2,000 
reinforcements be sent to India in July. 

The Times, in an editorial on Lord Gost 
Hamilton’s motion of censure, says the op- 
position’s case was presented at the proper 
time. Lord George Hamilton, however, the 
Times thinks, ought to have withdrawn his 
amendment after the official documents con- 
cerning the Afghan quertion had been 
promised, end should have reserved the indict- 
ment for a time when he could have made it 
complete. 

The ameer of Afghanistan has agreed to al- 
low a British agent to reside at Herat. In 
the pending arrangement with Russia, Earl 
Granville maintains the right of England to 
bold exclusive relations with the ameer, who 
will communicate with the foreign powers 
through the Indian government. 

The railway plant which had been collected 
at Odessa for the Russian line from the Cau- 
cassus to the Black sea has been diverted to 
the construction of a strategic line from Vla- 
dikavkaz to Petrofiski on the Caspian sea. It 
is reported that a permanent garrison of 5,000 
men is to be stationed at Sebastopol. 

A SENSATIONAL INCIDENT,

THE DYNAMITE PRISONERS. 


Cunningham and Burton Again Appoar ia 
Court, 

Loxypoyx, May 11.—The trial of James G. 

Cunpingham and Harry Burton, on the charge 

of treason-felony for alleged complicity in the 


| dynamite outrages at Westminster hall and 


the tower of London, was begun this morning 
in the Central criminal court at Old Bailey. 
The trial takes place before Sir ae Haw- 
kins, of the queen’s bench division of the high 
court of judiciature. Very little public inter- 
est is manifested in the trial. The prosecution 
is conducted by. Sir Henry James, Q. C., 
sttorney-general, and Sir Farrer Herachell, 
Q. C., solicitor-general, assisted by Messrs.. 
Rolland, Poland and Wright. In addition to 
Messrs. Quilliam and Meaney, for the defense, 
Frederick Little appears as special counsel for 
Burton, and Richards and Henry W. Duke for 
Cunningham. A pdnel of one hundred jury- 
men was summoned from which to secure 
a jury for the trial. The de- 


‘fense were allowed thirty-five challenges, 


but only fifteen men were objected 
to before the jury was obtained. After the 
jury bad been sworn Attorney-General James 
opened the case for the prosecution He stated 
that they expected to prove that Cunningham 
was guilty of causing the explosion at the 
tower of London, and that Burton was the 
author of the outrage at Victoria railway 
station. Assoon asthe attorney general had 
concluded his address the taking of testimony 
was begun. The courtroom was thronged 
with people, who followed the proceedin 
closely. Many policemen wereon duty in 
and around the courtroom. 

Judge Hawking granted permission to 
Meesrs.

Albany News: Fiint riyer abounds in fishes of 
all kinds belonging to our southern streams, but 
it is only when the water gets low and unusually 
clear that they can be canghtin any considerable 
numbers with hook and line. Thousands of chan- 
nel catfish are caught in baskets and oa set hooks 
pear this city, however, and marketed here ever 
spring. These cats differ from the mud-cats an 
‘polly wogs’ caughtin the black streams further 
down the country, and many people prefer them 
to any other fish that swims in our waters. 
Although it is a well known fact 
that there are a good many shad in 
this river, no one, strauge to Say, has ever tried to 
catch them. A great many young shad were 
turned into the river at diflerent points by the 
United States fish commissioner, several years 
ago, and that they have flourished and propagated 
there can be no doubt. We haveseen a few fine 
shad taken from the fall trap of Mr. A. Fields, in 
Kinchafoonee creek, about a mile above where 
it. empties into the river, but have uever 
heard ofany being caught in the river—the 
stream being too large for fall traps, and 
no one, so far aS we can _ leara, 
ever having tried for them with gill nets. Those 
caughtin the creek, however, evidently came 
from the river. But the biggest fish that swims in 
Flint river is the sturgeon, and any one who will 
visit the river late in the afternoon, at this season 
of the year, can satisfy himself that this noble 
fish is herein large numbers. A favorite resort 
for them is in the ‘big eddy”’ just below the ‘‘nar- 
rows,”’ between the city and where Kinchaioonee 
end Muckalee creeks empty into the river, and 
they can be scen at play, sometimes jumping clear 
outofthe water,any fair afternooa. Some fifteen or 
twenty of these fish, some of them weighing over 
100 pounds, were also taken from Mr. Field’s trap 
inasingle day, some two or three years ago, but 
the trapis not now being kept up, aud it is not 
probable that a great many of these large fish leave 
the river for the smaller streams, anyway. We 
sbould think that fishing for sturgeon in the Flint 
with the same hind of seinsor netsthatare used 
in other waters cou'd be made profitable. That 
they are plentiful in this stream at this season of 
the vear there can be no doubt. 

The carriers in the Savannah postoffice handled 
over a quarter ofa million pieces of mail matter 
durivg the month oi April.

At the Kimball, 
at the Capital City club, at the Concordia, 
at the entertainment to the Social Thaliuns 
Jast night, and in scores of private homes, 
the pecple of these sister cities met in friend- 
liest intercourse.

‘Pas unsurpassed advantages of climate and 
location, her people have supplemented these 
with the hardest sort of work. 


: In this work. perhaps, the three most im-

ist. Atlanta always has something on. 


.hand, some epecial enterprise or project 
about which the people can be rallied andin 
which there 1s public interest. It may be an 
exposition, a Kimball house or a convention 
—but if is always something. The water in 


: the best well grows foul and stagnant if it 


ien’t kept stirred. 
2nd, Atlanta has no factions or cliques that 


 @o not fuse on all questions involving her 
interests, Al! local prejudices and hatreds 
b laid aside when it isher voice t’iat calls, 
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power of co-operation. Instead of waiting 
on the few who are set apart in wealth and 
interests, the meny step forward and take en- 
terprises in their own hands, Every man 
he}ps according to his means, and ‘‘many a 
mickle makes a muckle.’ There are towns 
where tbe indifference of a few rich men 
palsies a community. In Atlanta the com- 
munity moves with its co-operative power 
end the rich men help. We have few endow- 
ments, but plenty of contributions. lew, 
men do great things here, but nearly all «so 
their duty. The man who sigas# subse’cip- 
tion paper today carries one to-mor row. 
The co-operative plan breeds public ‘spirit, 
helps acquaintance, kindles a sense of: com- 
redeshbip, and gives every man a part aership 
in the city. 

Finally, there is a fourth rule tht Atlanta 
must learn if she intends that her growth 
shall continne and be symmetrical, It isa 
principle of which she hasbeen in a large 
degree unmindful. It is this: 

Atlanta must stand by her home mannfac- 
jurers. If every Atlantian wore an Atlanta- 
made watch, swept with an Atlanta-made 
broom, washed with Atlanta-made soap, 
ueed Atlanta-made furniture, and was a 
steady patron of and active agent for every 
article that is manufactured in Atlanta, how 
long would it be before our shops and facto- 
ries, instead of languishing, would be forced 
to double their capacity ?. This is a principle 
that, added to the three that have elready 
become part of her daily lifeand her creed, 
would meke her irresistible. 


DEMOCRATIC APPRENTICES. 

With respect to certain utterances that 
have recently appeared in the democratic 
newspepers, the New York Evening Post has 
this to say: 

Many of the democratic orgaus, like THE AT- 
LANTA CONSTITUTION and the New York World, 
who begin to find independent criticisms a little 
inconyenientand sometimes galling, think they 
can getrid of them by bidding good-by to the 
mugwumps, or, asthe World putsit, by “parting 
company with their dear mugwumpian friends.”’

Strafford implored the parliament men to stand 
by him. ‘‘My lord,’’ was Pym’s answei—we are 
quoting from memory—‘'we will stick to you as 
long as you havea head on your shoulders.’’ Ia 
like manner, the independents will never part 
with their democratic ailies as long as they are in 
power. They will stick to them through thick 
and thin, and above all will attend them tothe 
polls when they come up for judgment in 1558, 
and in the mean time will watch their doings with 
a tender and afiectionate interest. 

Now, so faras THe CoNSTITUTION is Con- 
cerned, it desires nothing better than this, 
and has expected nothing less. In the very 
nature of things, the earnest and practical 
republican independents must continue to 
act with the democratic party. It isin the 
democratic party that they find themselves 
mest comfortable—because, criticize it as 
they may, they know that the democratic 
party is the only political organization in 
this country that hoids out the least hope of 
genuine reform.

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GENERAL LAWTON’S DISABILITIBS. 

The Washington correspondent of the 
New York Herald has discovered that all the 
fuss and controversy in regard to General 
Lawion’s eligibility to office under the 
United States government, has been a use» 
less waste of words and legal learning. The 
fourteenth amendment, it seems, has no 
bearing on the status of General Lawton asa 
citizen. It has been generally supposed—and 
the opinion of the attorney-general was de- 
livered with that understanding—that Gen- 
eral Lawton, who entered the United States 
army after graduating at West Point, was in 
the service when the war brokeout, and 
went directly from the federal into the con- 
federate army,in which case he fell clearly 
within the scope of the fourteenth amend- 
ment, his disabilities being of such a charac- 
ter that he needed a two-thirds yote of con- 
gress for their removal. 

But the Herald correspondent calls atten- 
tion to the fact that, in 1872, congress passed 
a general act which removed the disabilities 
impored by the fourteenth amendment ‘‘from 
all persons whatewer except senators and 
representatives of the thirty-sixth and thirty- 
seventh congress, officers in the judicial, 
military end raval serviceof the United 
Statee, beads of; departments and foreign 
ministers of the United States.” ; 
this act was to relieve of 


: o The design of 


who were members of the thirty-sixth and 
thirty-seyenth congresses, or who actually 
abandor.ed positions in the federal service to 
join the confederates. The act of 1872, there- 
fore, was in the nature of a general amnesty. 
Ger,eral Lawton’s cease does not fa'l within 
th.e exceptions cited by the actof 1872. He 
tad resigned his commission in the army be- 
fore the breaking out of hostilities, and his 
disabilities, consequently, were removed by 
the act in question. 

It is to be regretted that those whose busi- 
ness it is to know the bearing of the law in 
such cases should have waited for this im- 
portant discovery to be made by a newspaper 
correspondent. By ignorance or neglect the 
government has lost—at least for the pres- 
ent—the services of a very able man, one 
who, in Russia or elsewhere, would have re- 
flected honor on the country. 

The same amnesty act also applies to Gea- 
eral Henry R. Jackson. General Jackson was 
minister to Austria prior to the war, but he 
returned from Vienna in 1858, and, in 1861, 
wes a private citizen. He, therefore, has no 
disabilities under the law, and the republi- 
can sectionalists, who were congratulating 
themselves on the opportunity of making an 
issue in his case, will have to bear their dis- 
appointment 2s best they can.

THE most sensational damage suit of the day 
bas justcome to an end in the United States 
ecouit at Little Rock, Itseems that a year orso 
aeo one Mose Harris, who was running a news- 
paper at Hot Springs, made himself and his 
journalso obnoxious tothe good people ofthe 
town that they organizeda mob. The newspaper 
business was summarily broken up, and Editor 
Harris was escorted out of town by an armed 
posse, with an emphatic warning not to return. 
Editor Harris, when he had reached 
a safe place, sat down and cogitated. The result 
was that he brought suitin the federal court for 
$100,000 damages against nearly all of the respecta- 
ble citizens of Hot Springs. The case excited tre- 
mendous interest throughout the southwest. Em- 
inent lawyers were retained on both sides, andthe 
trial lasted seyeral days. The jury returned a ver- 
dict awardirg-damages to Harris to the amount of 
$1,950, which cevers property destroyed by the 
mob, and actual loss of business. Harris will now 
institute suitagainst each member of the vigi- 
lance committee for the recovery of sentimental 
and punitive damages. Itseems that a petition 
was gotten up signed by 147 citizens forthe ex- 
pulsion of Harrisfrom HotSprings, Hach siguer 
of this petition, under the ruling of the 
eourt, is liable to the victim 
of mob law. It is believed that the ifl-used editos, 
will bring suit against all of these parties, and the 
prospect is that he will keep the United States 
court full of business for some years to come.

S. B. LaSalle and Sophia Deckner Arrested--

Stephen B. LaSalle and Sophia Deckner occu 
pied apartments at the city prison last night.

charged with bigamy. 
The story which surrounds their lives previous

La Salle has twice married into thesame family,

Onihe 22d day of May, 1878, LaSalle was mar- 
ried to Addie Deckner,a daughter of an old 
wan who then managed a vegetable garden near 
the waterworks, LaSalle and his wife lived together 
bappily jor six years. Two children were born to 
them, and life appeared & happy dream, Mrs. La- 
Salle hada younger sister, who, about eighteen 
months ago, began to attract LaSalle’s attention 
to such an extent that his wife was compelled to 
leave him. After the separation the husband aud 
wife engsged in a lawsuit oversome property, 
and in June last Mr. James A. Gray, on behalf oi 
Mrs. LaSalle, instituted a suit for a total divorce. 

After the suit between Mrs. LaSalle and her 
busbard for divorce had heen begun Sophia 
Deckner left her parental roof to seek a living for 
herself. Svon after this Mrs. LaSalle ascertained 
that her husband and her sister Sophia were 
living in Montgomery, Ala., but paid no attention 
to it, further than to try to drive both from her 
mind. Things rocked along easily until last 
Christmas When Sophia paid her parents and 
sister, who had returned to the old home, a visit, 
spending the holidays with them. During her 
visit she denied knowing anything of LaSalle. 

feverall weeks ago Mrs, LaSalle became sac isfied 
that her sisterand her husband were living in 
Atlanta, and that they had never been in Mont- 
gomelry. By a careful investigation she ascertaiu- 
ea that Lafalle and her sister had been married in 
this city on Novem ber 17th, 1884, by the Rev. J. M, 
White, pastor of St Paul’s church, the ceremony 
being performed atthe parsonage, the Rey. Mr, 
W hite being ignorant of the facts. 

After the marriage the pair took up their abode 
at the corner of Simpson and McA'‘ee streets, 
where they went to housekeeping in goodstyle.

In Memory ofG@. B. Dettre—Attempted Burglary—

afternoon at three o’clock an employe of the East 
Mecon fsctory named McDonald, while taking a 
walk jn the woods near the bridge that crogseg 
Walnut creek, about a mile below the city, dig.

a pine tree. McDonald immediately returned to 
the city and ‘informed Justice Amos Subers, of 
Fatt Macon, of what he had discevered. J astice 
Subers and MeDonaid, followed by a large crowd 
ofexcited men and boys, went out to the bridge 
snd viewed the body. It was identified as that of | 
Wright Barlow, a former employe of the 
Fast Macon factory, but more recently 
engeged in fishing on the Ocmulgee river. Bar. 
low was about forty ‘ears old. 

A coroner’s jury was impannéled, Justice Suberg 
ecting as coroner. A. F. Jones was foreman. 
Several witnesses were examined, but no light 
was thrown upon the cause of Barlow's death, 
except by Dr. G, J. McCrary, of East Macon. He 
testified that appearances led him to believe that 
Barlow had committed suicide by taking some 
poisonous drug. Two weeks ago Barlow took, 
either éntentionally or by mistake, an over dose of 
ljaudapum, and great difliculty was experienced 
in saving hfs life.

THE PRISONER'S STATEMENT. 

Vernadoe went upon the stand and made 
his statement. He eaid that about two years 
sgo he ard Whitehead had a fuss, but got it 
seltied up; efter that two or three of his 
friends came to him and told him that White- 
bead had said he would fix him if he ever 
got a chance. The night of the difficulty 
Varpnadce was at Jolly’s bar, and Phillips, 
the bartender, asked him if he had seen Jolly. 
He told him he had. He then offered Varna- 
doe fifty cents to carry a note to Jolly, which 
was aecepted. After the note was delivered 
Varnadce returned to the bar and got some 
whisky and started off down Decatur street 
with two or three of his friends. At the next 
corner they came upcen Whitehegd, whoasked 
foradrink. Varnadoe said he would give 
him a drink if he would sing a song. 
Whitehead sang the song and the drink 
wes given him. He wanted another drink 
and said he weuld sing another song for it. A 
man nemed Martin who wasalong teld White 
head if he would 

SING *fOLD “ARM CHAIR” 
he would give him a driik. He sang the 
song and was given the drink. The crowd 
prepared to separate and Whitehead said: 

“{’m going up town and get drunk and raise 
h—ll, if you don’t sée me in the morning, 
come to the guard house, I’]] be there.”’ ; 

The witness described how Whitehead took 
an idea that the other men did not want to 
associate with him. Varnadoe said: 

““] started off and Whitehead called me 
beck and said: ‘You don’t want me to go with 
you. You have got a grudge against me.’ ‘No, 
Asbury,’ I said. I started off and walked about 
two yards, when he said, ‘Hold on,’ and 
grabbed me with his left hand and struck me 
inthe face. 1 fell over and he came on to- 
wardme. Ithrew my hands up and he cut 
me across the left hand. I grabbed the knife 
out of his hands and cut him.. Martin pulled 
him offofme. He went a short distance and 
fell. I think he hollered. I went to him and 
caught him under the arm and raised him up. 
Hieraid: ‘Cal, you havecut me.’ ‘Well,’ I said, 
‘It is your own fault.’ He said: ‘Carry 
me home with you? Martin came up and car- 
ried him home. I came on up town and met 
the policeman. Captain Bagby said: ‘Hello, 
we're looking for you.’ I told him I had just 
started to the guard house. We went on down 
there. 1 don’t know what became of the 
It wes not found in my pocket at the 
ruard house. I did not know that I had cut 
Whitehead more than once—it was done so 
quickly.” 

' THE ARGUMENT BEGUN. 

Varnadoe concluded his statement 
defense claimed .three hours for the 
which was granted. General 
Gertrell said he could not speak, but that Mr. 
Way would open for the defense and Colonel 
Spencer would close. The defense introduced. 
no testimony, and, accordingly, has the open- 
ingand theclosing. Mr. Way speke for an 
hour or so, and court, adjourned. Mr. Elgin 
Lochrane will speak this morning for the 
prosecution, and Solicitor-General Hill will 
follow. Colonel Spencer will conclude for the 
defense. 

The general belief is that Varnadoe will be 
cleared, but the verdict of a jury in a murder 
tris] seldom sustains a newspaper prediction, 
snd none will be ventured,

A WARKNING TO WITNES3IES, 


Judge Hammend Sends a Man to Jail for 
Not Appearing in Court, 

Yesterday in Fulton superior court there 
were two incidents which showed that it 1s 
dangerous for witnesses to hesitate or neglect 
the summons of that tribunal. Seaborn Hines, 
colored, had been summoned as a witness 
for the state in the trial of Cal Varna- 
doe. While on the stand he 
said he had been dodging the bailifis and try- 


j ing to avoid coming to court, and that when 


one bailiff asked him if his name was Seabern 
Hines he had denied it. He had finally been 
brought into court under an attachment 
for contempt. After the noon re- 
cess Judge Hammond called the  wit- 
ness before him and asked his excuse 
for not promptly appearing in court after 
being summoned. He began to mumble 
something about being busy and address his 
honor as ‘“captain.”” Judge Hammond 
promptly informed the witness that such was 
not the proper form of address to the chief 
official of that court and asked if 
he had anything more to 8 say 
in excuse for his tardiness. He replied that 
—— not think he had. Judge Hammond 
said: 

‘‘Mr. Sheriff, send this man to jail for ten 


days,” 

The witness seemed thunderstruck, and was 
promptly taken to jail. In the afternoon he 
was brought ack into court on 
his petition that he could adduce 
seme palliating circumstances in reference 
to his apparent contempt. On a statement 
that his employer had promised to tell him 
when it was time for him to go to court and 
hed failed to do so, his sentence was reduced 
from ten to three days in jail. 

George Ward was wanted by the state as a 
witness in the same and 
wes not. present when was 
called. One bailiff was sent out after him, 
and after he had been 
was sent. Still another was sent an hour later. 
Finally the case reached a point where it was 
necessary to have Mr. Ward’s evidence before 
it could proceed. The judge sent the jury to 
its room and told the sheriff to redouble 
his energies to find Mr. Ward. The cotton fac- 
tory at which he works was telephened to. 
His home was visited time and again, and 
finally the chief of police was given a descrip- 
tion of the witness and asked to aid the 
court in finding him. When the jury 
hed been out about fifteen minutes 
Ward came into court with one of the numer- 
ous bailiffs who were after him. ?
